M. Eugene Godard made an nacem irotu 
I remorne Garden* (in London! on the 'JOih 
July, in an enormous balloon of Lis own 
construction, which he styles "The Lag Is. 
In (Jus machine M. Godard discards gas, 
oea back to the

• prebend. There was th* poor servitor of 
I Pembroke ( ollc-go, choosing the meanest 
: dru'igery, weatiiie, iLe eoarseat elethiof, 
j eating the worst food— aad but little of it — 
ntanding in lite biting frgpk until be had no 
feeling in hi* foe I or fingers, sad trying 
bard to fast lbs whole forty days of Lent 
Those were the gliniiees thev ha4 of the 
childhood and you ' of George Whitfield, 
who afterward became as evangel tat aueh 
as the world had never known since Peter, 
the fisher, preached at 1'eotaeueL 

Roused from eeif-rigiiteouenes*. and open- 
ing his heart to the love of the ttaviour, h* 
went on his first work ef preaching. 
Church after ehareb wm cleeed against 
him, but be want into taa open air and pro- 
claimed to listening thousands, ths un- 
searchable rich** of t hrist Ths efecie 
which followed were extraordinarj. Ashe 
stood forth, his young manly countenance 
seemed to bet-pen. hearing, and when once 
his voice was heard, so txauiiitely was il 
tuned, and aa on eeesfullv was it wielded, 
high and low were euhjeet to its »p*U- Add 
to his eloquence the earnestness which the 
heat of holy paeeian kindled, and they 
would not wondex at his influence His 
power of description must have been mar- 
velous. 

Men saw the *cene* be paiaied. DeviJ 
flume was held enchained by his eloquence 
until he forgot to nneer. The philosopher 
Franklin was move i like a e 
and the ertileilt Cbeatarfi.ld 
for once, into an impulse of 
and sprang forward to arrest the fall of 
the blind beggar whom the speaker pic- 
tured oa the < iifT. Alone, he went to Bar- 
ew Fair, and eoumenaed to preach ; 
showmen »a*e up their pursuits. A 
old women, who had at first obstructed 
was Jevnt laaetering up tha pulpit 
that saw might not lose a single syl 
labia of his sermon. Tee persons who 
heard him wept and t rein hied.

kerehief nor (fiasemblcd rears H hit held 
could nol aelp being an orator, but he 
aimed to be am L* van gel, aad So great was 
his suooeM that ho was said in one week 
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Moutgolfier balloon, which is oommonly 
known as a '-fire balloon. Last year M 
Nader * "Giant" balloon wae a subject of 
internaUonal interest, hut the ••Legle" far 
surpasees it in siie, and the following etatie- 
tics raaj not be uninteresting: It is 117 
loot 7 Inches in bight, M feet 6 inohea in 
oircumference, 300 foet C, inches superficial, 
f.0,00) feet in area, 2,00-'. pounds in weight, 
cubic contents. 
In the center of the car i* aa eighteen feet 
• tore, including a chimney, 080 pounds in 
weight ; three cylinders, three inches apart 
from each oiber, invented by M Godard, with 
a view to counteract the eflects of the radi- 
ated beat upon the occupante of the car. 
Inside the flue is a metal colander to inter- 
cept eparks. The combustible employed is 
rye straw, cleaned from the ears and com- 
pressed into blocks. The total weight of the 
balloon (including the grappling iron cord*. 
400 lbs , two supplementary pumps. 160 lbs , 
and combustible, 608 lbs j is 4,020 I 
inflation only took forty-five minutes; and 
M Godard says that, under favorable cir- 
cumstances, he can fill and siert in half an 
hour. 

At a quarter to eight the whole fabric 
siood up am ng the trees end poles of the 
ground, aud the various ropes that held it 
to ibe earth were cut away one by one. M 
GodarJ ran rapidly round the eolid wicker 
oar, about ing orders through a speaking 
trumpet with pardonable excitability . Two 
gentlemen took their place* in the car — Mr 
Frowse, and an officer in the Guards, and a 
third heavy military gentlemtn jumped in, 
much agaiust the wish of M. Godard Many 
were leti behind who bed purchased seats, 
but who bad doubts at the eleventh hour. 

The final rope wae cut away, and the huge 
ball, half the bight of the monument, roll 
ed ruber then rose toward the east side of 
the Garden Here il met a firm, lofty pole 
to which some of its detaining ropes had 
been attached, and t-is pole was bent creak- 
ing on to the roof of a theatrical Swiss cot- 
tage, which broke in like a piece of urns 
mental pastry.

"There wits noi much wind, and the bal- 
loon, slowly rising, took it* course to the 
southeastward of Londou. At times it seem- 
ed t>aealmed, and during these intervals of 
quiet thoae who looked out over the peno- 
rama of London owned that the sight was 
well worth the risk.. The red light glared 
out aud wae seen afar - the heat wae al- 
most painful, but neither among English- 
men nor Frenchmen was a murmur heard, 
as steadily, one after one, the trusses of 
straw were passed into the fire. At np time 
did the balloon ascend much above half e 
mile, and at no time did that ugly roaring 
crackling clamor ceaae . but M Godard was 
bland and brave ; his fellow-countrymen 
were courteous aud courageous, and the 
Englishmen held their tcnKuee.
